BARKLY WEST PUBLIC LIBRARY 


E.L. Smart * 


In 1886 Barkly West opened a Public library and Read- 
ing Room and in the 79 odd years of it’s life noth- 
ing has happened to equal the changes brought about 


in the past year. 


It’s history though is far from 
dull. Initially there was a member- 
ship of only 19 but 27 periodicals 
and 9 newspapers were purchased for 
the reading room, which remained 
open and unattended from 9 am. to 9 
pm. I should like to be able to re- 
cord that Barkly has always been 
scruplously honest but alas, a cen- 
sored minute reads "periodicals are 
being ’ jumped’ to such an extent -" 
The subscription in 1957 was exactly 
the same as in 1889 in spite of the 
constantly recurring phrase "rising 
costs dwto ... etc." 

Reading through the minutes an 
occasional gleam of humour adds life 
to the bare facts. 

There is a highly tactless letter 
to the Provincial Administration, 
written when it had occasion to re- 
duce the grant, which called forth 
a caution from the local M.P.C. 
that someone on a perfectly good 
wicket (meaning the Provincial Admi- 
nistration) would respond better to 
"soft soap" than threats. 


LIVE BOMB 
Another human touch appears in a 


letter to the leader of a dance-band 
"now that the Prince of Wales has 


left you may have time to attend to 

your correspondence" Here is an 
account for 15 doz. ice creams and a 

letter headed, "Disposal of Live 

Bomb from Library" 

After that one I felt that nothing 
could surprise Barkly Library, but 
the introduction of the Provincial 
Library Service sometimes bears a 
strong resemblance to a live bomb, 
through the Librarian’s eyes at 
least. After a complete turnout, 
repainting, rejecting and no less 
than 2000 new books to add to the 
remainder of an old stock (about 
5000 books), the library reopened on 
1 August to an enthusiastic but 
small crowd. Within a day or two 
however, "thick and fast they came 
at last, and more and more and more" 
until Barkly is treated to the sight 
if people queuing for books who have 
never dreamed of reading before. 
Our membership stood about 40 last 
year and now has passed the 200 mark. 

Our thanks go to the teams of 
workers who each in their turn cheer- 
fully took on the task of reorganis- 
ing our library. If they could see 
how much it is appreciated they would 
surely feel that it was worth all 
the dust they had inhaled.

Omdat die eerste notuleboeke soek geraak het, kon nie 
vasgestel word wanneer in 1858 n openbare biblioteek te 
Malmesbury gestig is nie. Maar dit staan vas dat dié 
dorp reeds vir n eeu lank oor die dienste van n biblio- 


teek beskik 


Malmesbury se geskiedenis dateer 
reeds vir meer as 250 jaar terug, 
want in 1701 was hierdie klein 


nedersetting as Het Zwartland bekend. 


Later het daar sowat 20 families in 
die omgewing van die minerale bronne 
gewoon en in 1745 gee goewerneur 
Hendrik Swellengrebel goedkeuring 
aan die bou van n kerk 

Eers in 1829 kom die naam Malmes- 
bury in gebruik toe Sir Lowry Cole 
die toenmalige goewerneur, die mine- 
rale bronne besoek het en hy dit na 
sy skoonvader die eerste Graaf van 
Malmesbury vernoem het. 

Na die stigting van die openbare 
biblioteek in 1858 het die raad in 
1882 twee kamers in die ou Stadsaal 
aan die Biblioteekkomitee verhuur. 
n Sekere mnr. Boelen, n Hollander 
wat 7 tale kon praat, was vanaf 
1892 bibliotekaris en het die pos 
22 jaar beklee. 

Die notule begin eers in 1913, 
maar dit dek die belangrikste deel 
van die geskiedenis van hierdie 
biblioteek. Hierin word die stryd 
en volharding wat dit gekos het 
om sO n inrigting met die skamele 


fondse wat beskikbaar was, aan 
gang te hou, weerspieél. Herhaal- 

delik kom dieselfde persone se name 
voor van mense wat vir tientalle 
jare aan die spits gestaan het. 

Daar word besonder baie ondernemings- 
gees aan die dag gel@é - in 1917 is 
daar begin met n reeks winterlesings 
wat in die biblioteek gehou is 

waarheen kenners soos dr. Graham 
Botha (Argivaris) en andere as 
sprekers uitgenooi is. 

In April 1915 is die eerste 
pogings aangewend om n eie biblio- 
teekgebou op te rig. Navraag word 
oor die Carnegie-biblioteekfonds 
gedoen. Die voorwaarde was egter 
dat die plaaslike owerheid n jaar- 
likse bedrag van £100 moes bydra, 
maar laasgenoemde wou nie hieraan 
vat nie. Op hierdie stadium is ook 
by die Afdelingsraad om n jaarlikse 
bydrae aangeklop, maar ook hier was 
daar geen samewerking nie. Hulle 
verneem egter dat volgens die 
Porter-skenking van 1880 hulle £100 
vir die biblioteek sou ontvang. 
Vanaf 1920 plaas die Munisipaliteit 
dan £10 op die jaarlikse begroting,

wat later tot £25 verhoog word. 
Vanaf 1923 begin die werklike stryd, 
toe hulle deur die Munisipaliteit 
aangesé is om die twee kamers, wat 
in die ou Munisipale gebou geleé was 
te ontruim, omdat dit vir kantore 
benodig word. Vir die volgende drie 
jaar val hulle rond en die notule 
lees gedurende hierdie tyd soos n 
moderne spanningsverhaal. Aan ini- 
siatief en oorspronklikheid het dit 
die komitee nie ontbreek nie, maar 
orals loop hulle teen n muur vas - 
hulle kan geskikte akkomodasie nie 
kry nie, en het geen geld om te 
koop of te bou nie. Hulle besluit 
later om die ou Standard Bank, die 
huidige biblioteekgebou, in St. 
Thomasstraat te koop, maar die Bank 
wil £2,000 hé - hulle kan slegs 
£1,250 aanbied. n Aansoek by die 
Administrasie vir n £l-vir-£1 toe- 
laag word geweier, en die vorige 
jaar se toelaag word ook nie uitbe- 
taal nie, omdat hulle nie % van die 
toelaag aan die aankoop van boeke 
bestee het, soos die voorwaarde was 
nie, en dit word ook met 10% vermin- 
der. 


ULTIMATUM 


Na die ultimatum van die Stads- 
klerk om die kamers te ontruim voor 
die end van Oktober 1923, het hulle 
slegs die een kamer ontruim en be- 
sluit om te bly waar hulle is, want 
die Munisipaliteit sal alle belang 
in die biblioteek verloor as hulle 
nie daar onder hulle o@ bly nie!" 

Die Stadsraad was nogal besonder 
geduldig, maar weier om die huur te 
verminder, soos versoek, en in 
Desember 1924 weier die Raad om 


enige verdere toelaes uit te betaal 

voordat die biblioteek uitgetrek het. 
Maar daar is geen heenkome nie, al- 
hoewel die komitee hulle uiterste 
doen. Aan planne ontbreek dit nie - 

kan twee kamers by die ‘Nestelike 
Boeren Kooperatiewe Vereniging kry 
teen £6 per maand, maar wil nie meer 
as £3 betaal nie. Dan word die 
Stadsraad versoek om n gebou op te 
rig teen £1000, waartoe die biblio- 

teek al hulle fondse sal bydra, maar 
die Raad sien nie hiervoor kans nie. 

Intussen soek hulle grond en koop n 
erf teen £100. Die Stadsraad bied 
ook n stuk grond aan op n voorgenome 
Stadsaal se perseel, (op die voor- 

waarde dat hulle n geskikte gebou 

binne n jaar daar sal oprig. ) 

Maar in 1925 onderneem mnr. Nelson, 
die burgemeester, om met die Stan- 
ard Bank te onderhandel en koop dan 
die gebou teen £1500, en gaan n 
lening aan by S.A.N.T.A.M. vir £900 
teen 5%% rente. Op 11 Januarie 
1926 neem hulle intrek in die nuwe 
gebou. Tie boufonds, wat reeds in 
1923 begin is, het intussen stadig 
aangegroei met behulp van skenkings 
en toelaes, en daar is op verskil- 
lende wyse geld ingesamel sodat dit 
nou op £609.1.10 te staan gekom het. 
[Dis interessant om te sien op watter 
wyse ondernemingsgees aan die dag 
gel@é is deur verskillende persone. 
Mej. A. du Toit het jare agtereen n 
sogenaamde ,dramatic entertainment" 
gereél, mej. Roberts reél in 1920 n 
»industrial Exhibition" en oorhandig 
£143.2.1 aan die biblioteekkomitee. 
Hulp kom ook uit onverwagte oorde: 
Mnr. Meyer, die eienaar van die 
plaaslike bioskoop, bied die op- 
brengs van een aand se vertoning 
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aan, en dit gebeur n paar agtereen- 
volgende jare; die vroulede van die 
komitee organiseer n basaar en maak 
£50.15.5, mev. Nelson re@l n ,, Vocal 
and Musical Fntertainment" in 1932; 
hou rommelverkoping van ou boeke, 
tydskrifte ensovoorts in 1933; 
die volgende jaar n raaikompetisie, 
gevolg deur n konsert die jaar daar- 
op en dan weer n dansparty. Maar 
tenspyte van hierdie samewerking is 
die skuld na 10 jaar nog £750. 

Die komiteelede het egter n baie 
goeie sin vir besigheid gehad - daar 
was gedurig onderhandelings oor ver- 
minderde huur en later n laer rente- 
koers en daar is heelwat korrespon- 
densie en bespreking oor die brand- 
kluis se deur - soos die kopers meer 
word, styg die prys!

[Hulle het grootse planne 
maar ongelukkig kon die nuwe gebou 
wat hulle van voornemens 1s om op te 
rig nie in 1958 - n honderd jaar na 
die stigting, in gebruik geneem word 
nie.

PIKETBERG PUBLIC LIBRARY 


by

Three years ago, in December 1955, 
Miss R. Barry, the Children’s Libra- 
rian of the Provincial Library Ser- 
vices, came to visit our Library. 
She was very intrigued with the old 
place and planned to come for a week 
and see if she could discover any 
"treasures" amongst our old books. 
She came the following January, the 
hottest month you could wish for in 


our village and began work inmediate- 


ly. 

Whilst working along the high top 
shelves and shrieking every time a 
large cockroach popped up his head, 
Miss Barry noticed a trap-door in 
the roof and decided to explore in 
the loft. 

She borrowed a long rickety old 
ladder and then she went into the 
street and gathered several small 
boys, and with promises of ice-cream 
as a reward, set them to work. 

Miss Barry had them organised in 
no time. One in the loft to look 
for old books, and two posted on the 
ladder and a human chain of small 
boys to cart the books onto the 
stoep. What excitement - load after 
load tied with string came down en- 
crusted with dirt, rat-eaten, and 
full of insects, and were dumped 
outside as more small boys were 
commandeered to beat out the worst 
of the dust. 


All the old papers were thrown 
into a big box. Old Government Gaz- 
ettes, Bills, etc. I was arranging 
to have it all carted away, but 
Miss Barry warned me to carefully 
search through every paper. It was 
a big task, -but well worth it as I 
unearthed the original minutes of 
the "First Meeting of The Piketberg 
Public Library". It was not a book 
but a collection of blue and white 
note-papers and bills etc. We took 
them to my house that evening and be- 
gan to read. Some of the extracts 
are real gems, as for instance on 
the front page: - 

"Minutes of a Public Meeting held 
in the Court Room on Wednesday the 
14th August 1872 for the considera- 
tion of establishing a Public Libra- 
ry and School Room attached. 

Mr. Domissee and Mrs. Iver and Mr. 
van Noorden proposed to donate books 
to start the Library. The Chairman 
consented to the books being placed 
"at the furthest end of the Court, 
providing they are properly secured 
in presses". Mr. G. Parrott was 
appointed Librarian at the rate of 
£3 per annum, he being at liberty to 
give a month’s notice. The hours to 
be from 10 am. to 4 pm. and subscri- 
bers "please not to interfere with 
the court’s business". Subscription, 
15/- per year.

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Mr. Domissee was prepared to build 
a school room and library attached, 
65 ft. x 18 ft., with boarded floors 
and loft at a rental of £18 per an- 
num. 

The first subscription lists show 
31 members. The first yearly income 
was £23.5/- and £24.8.3 expenditure, 
the deficiency would be kindly paid 
by the Chairman. 

In 1874 the Colonial Secretary 
was approached for a grant of £25. 
1874 - "Resolved by kind permission 
of Civil Commisioner that the books 
be removed to the rooms lately occu- 
pied by Mr. Parrott, as a Post-Of- 
fice, and the Library will be opened 
for public use. Secretary was autho- 
rized to provide shelves, tables and 
chairs". 

The Library continued to flourish, 
most books were being ordered from 
Mr. Juta, Mr. Belafonte and Mudies 
Select Library. At length in 1876 
they received the "most magni fi- 
cent gift of 108 volumes of var- 
ious scientific and other subjects" 
from their ex-chairman. In this 
year the list grew to 42. The list 
of periodicals is as follows:- Cape 
Argus, Volksblad, Mail, Police News. 

The following year they had the 
large sum of £9.17.11 balance with 
which to purchase English and Dutch 
books as "fervently requested by the 
Dutch Community". Eighteen volumes 
were added that year. 

A letter from the Civil Conmision- 
er in August 1878 read:- "There is 
a delay in putting periodicles on 
the library table, the Librarian has 
no right to take these home and read 
them first. They ought to be put on 
the table immediately as the library 
receives a Government Grant and is 


therefore part property of the Gov- 
ernment". 
In 1879, an extract from a letter 


read:- "I hear there was a meeting 
last night of which I knew nothing, 
and had no intimation thereof, and 
at which it was decided to move the 
library. I would advise you not to 
do anything of the kind, as you will 
probably lose half your subscribers, 
and they are few enough. And if it 
is moved, under circumstances that I 
do not approve, I at once give you 
notice of withdrawal and also remove 
all my books from the library". 

The following are extracts from 
various letters, for instance in 
February 1879 one read:- "It was 
unanimously resolved to move the 
library from the Post Office to a 
private room for the convenience of 
the public. 
every day except Sunday". 

Books could be kept for a period 
of three weeks and periodicals two. 
All loans were to be entered into a 
book kept by the Librarian. 

14 March 1879:- "I have been in- 
structed by the Committee of the Pu- 
blic Library to inform you in answer 
to your letter dated lst March re- 
claiming books, and that the Conmit- 
tee cannot accede to your request, 
as it appears from the minutes of a 
Public Meeting held on 14th August 
1872 that those books now reclaimed 
by you are the property of the Libra 
ry. And as for taking away your sub 
scription, we hope you do not do so, 
as although to 
trifle, it is so 
ry and we may be 
our Grant by it". 

May 8th 1880:- "It affords the 
Committee of this useful and flour- 


useful to the Libra

you it is such a 
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ishing institution a great pleasure 
to be able to report satisfactorily 
about its slow but steady progress. 
Although the number of books added 
to our number already in hand is 
very small, it may be said they are 
of the greatest interest. Messrs. 
Stanley works about his travels and 
Dr. Livingstone, and other valuable 
works have been added". 

In October 1880 a legacy was re- 
ceived from Sir William Porter of 
Porterville to this "Noble Institu- 
tion". 

In February 1882 the nett balance 
stood at £126.2.9 inclusive of Gov- 
ernment Grant of £21.15.9 for 1881. 
It was proposed that this money be 
deposited in the bank, and a por- 
trait of the Late Hon. W. Porter be 
purchased. (We still have the por- 
trait plus one of Queen Victoria. ) 

In 1882 they ordered an "Instal- 
ment" of books mounting to £97.12.8 
from Mr. Mudie of London. The total 
of volumes added was 400 Books, and 
by 1885 the "Noble Institution" was 
still flourishing, subscriptions 
were raised to £1. A "formidable 
list" of periodicals were ordered. 

In 1898 they corresponded with 
Darter Bros. and Walton, in connec- 
tion with a card catalogue. Darters 
suggested a card catalogue which 
consisted of a cabinet to hold from 
3,000 to 10,000 cards. 

On the second October 1899 a copy 
of a wire, "Dear Sir, We agree to 
pay 2/6 per month re Press wires 
Transvaal War", 

Qn the 3lst of August 1900 begins 
a spate of correspondence with the 
Kerkraad. The Hereraad requests 
them to remove the eye-sore of the 
"privy" so close to the church gate. 
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22.10.1901. Letter from Captain 
Felthen D.S.0. of K. Squadron. "I 
beg to thank you on behalf of myself 
and men in allowing us the courtesy 
of using your rooms during our stay 
in the town. We beg to tender a sub- 
scription of a couple of guineas 
towards your new Book Fund". By 
this time the library had acquired 
the following Periodicals:- Graphic 
- London News - Punch - Strand - 
Harpers Sketch - West Budget - Tit- 
Bits - Boys Own Paper - English 
Illustrated - Pall-Mall. 

Qn 18th of January 1902 the libra- 
ry was requisitioned by order of 
Col. — C.B. for a hospital. 

In June 1902 the public begged for 
the library to be reopened. There 
is an order for books on 2.12. 1903. 
From then to 1910 there are no more 
minutes, they must have been lost or 
destroyed. The library never closed 
again and was still going strong in 
1953 when the Provincial Administra- 
tion Free Libraries took over. DBe- 
fore the free libraries our member- 
ship was 80 adults and 50 children 
approximately. It is now 214 adults 
and 345 children. 

We have now moved new premises as 
the old Library was pulled down to 
make way for the church hall. The 
municipality purchased an old house 
in a central spot, for municipal 
offices and part of it is the new 
library. The children’s corner is in 
rust and sunshine yellow and there 
are lots of blues and greys. I only 
wish the old original members could 
see how nice it looks with the 
bright colours, and plastic covered 
books. How it would warm their 
hearts to see their "Useful and 
Flourishing Institution" really 
flourishing. 
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THE first page of a rather batter- 
ed leather-bound Minute Book reads: 
"At a Public Meeting called by Mr. 
Rainer, Assistant Resident Magis: 
trate, to consider the best means of 
celebrating the Jubilee of the 60th 
Year of the Reign of Her Majesty, 
Queen Victoria, it was }-roposed by 


Mr. O.M.B. Poux, seconded by the Rev. 


W.F. Taylor, as a good means, that a 
Libre ary and Reading Room be started 
in Fonour of the event." 


This was in August 1897. ‘\ Com- 
inittee was formed to raise funds and 
on tie 6th August of the same year a 
General Meeting of subscribers to 
the Library Fund was held and a 
preliminary Committee was appointed 
to draw up rules and manage the Li- 
brary. It was composed of the fol- 
lowing gentlemen: Messrs. G.B. 
Rainer, P. 
Roux and the Rev. W.F. Taylor. A 
week later, at a General Meeting, 
the Pules and Regulations were re- 
ceived and confirmed. 

The sum of £40.9.0 had been 
received in donations and subscrip- 
tions, and on the 22nd September 
1897 the library was opened to the 
public. There were only 98 books 
on the shelves but this was increas- 
ed to 155 by the end of the year. 
The library was open from 9 a.m. to 
6 p.m, except Sundays though during 


the winter months it closed at 5 p.m.

The subscription rate was {£1 per 
annum for two books or an entire 
work (not exceeding three volumes) 
and two periodicals. Books could be 
retained for 14 days and periodicals 
for three. Subscribers made their 
own "out" and "return" entries 

The first Library was a room in 
the house of Mr. Dreeper in Victoria 
Street for which he was paid £2.
